Please replace the following in claim 6, line 7 "other than isocyanate, polyol and 
curing catalyst" with the following -selected from the group consisting of a filler and a 
diluent--. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record discloses a fiber reinforced plastic, wherein the plastic is a shape- 
memory polyurethane reaction product. However, all the prior art to dates requires the 
use of curing catalyst in the composition and the composition of the instant claims do 
not require a curing catalyst because of the consisting of language. In fact, all the 
references to require that when preparing a fiber reinforced plastic that the reaction 
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components include a curing catalyst and any drawbacks associated with similar prior 
arts was overcome by the use of a curing catalyst. 

Furthermore, none of the prior art records to date suggest a reaction product 
consisting of a difunctional and trifunctional diisocyanate in combination with only a 
short chain polyol of molecular weight that ranges from 100 to 250 that results in the 
claimed glass transition temperature. The prior art fails to suggest or render obvious 
reasons why to only use a short chain polyol that is not considered a chain extender in 
combination with difunctional and trifunctional isocyanates in the absence of a catalyst 
to form a rigid shape memory polymer with the claimed glass transition temperature
